LAST ECLIPSE 
VISIBLE HERE 
THIS EVENING 


Weather permitting A d a m s 
Countians will be able to watch 
the entire show this evening when 
earth, sun and moon stage the 
last of 1964 s six eclipses. 
The eclipse of the moon will 
begin shortly after 7 p.m., become 
easily visible an hour later and 
become total at 9:06 p m. 
Dr. I. M. Levitt, director of the 
Fels Planetarium of Franklin In­ 
stitute, 
Philadelphia, 
said 
the 
moon 
will 
remain 
completely 
within the earth’s shadow until 
10:08 p.m. Then it will begin to 
re-emerge into the light of the 
sun. 
The entire eclipse will end 14 
minutes after midnight. 
Lunar eclipses tell several sig­ 
nificant facts about the earth, 
sun and moon. 
The earth casts a long shadow 
in space, estimated to be 859.000 
miles long. Occasionally the moon, 
orbiting around the earth some 
240.000 miles, passes through this 
shadow. 
NO LIGHT OF ITS OWN 
Because the moon casts no light 
of its own—only the sun's light, 
reflected—it becomes darkened. 
Birt a small amount of reddish 
light is bent around the earth by 
its atmosphere, much the way 
light is bent by a prism. This 
light gives the eclipsed moon a 
coppery-red 
hue, 
even

SEEK NEW PLAN 
WITH RUSSIA TO 
UNITE GERMANY

WASHINGTON (AP) - For­

West Germany meet here next 
month to try to work out a new 
approach to Russia on the unifi­ 
cation of Germany. 
The meeting was announced 
by Secretary

Dean 
Rusk at the White House Thurs­ 
day night after he and Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara had reported to Presi­ 
dent Johnson on this week’s 
talks among Allied foreign and 
defense ministers in Paris.

are 
reported hopeful the discussions 
will lead to an easing of differ­ 
ences between France and other 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion allies. 
MEETS DE GAULLE 
Rusk 
had 
two 
conferences 
with French President Charles 
cie Gaulle about which he re- 
ported to Johnson. McNamara 
ronferred with French Defense 
Minister Pierre Messmer. Hess­ 
mer and he agreed on a coordi­ 
nation of French nuclear weap­ 
ons targeting with NATO plans. 
The McNamara-Messmer un 
dem anding is the basis for hope 
that relations with France mav 
he improved. The accord indi­ 
rates a possible new trend in 
French policy, which has been 
marked in recent years by de­ 
clining French cooperation with 
NATO. 
Rusk said of the meeting on 
German reunification that the

Loads of flood Wishes

CHRISTMAS 
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Poor First Half Fatal As 
Mounts Lose First; Host 
Randolph-Macon Tonight 


A courageous rally in the sec­ 
ond half went for nought as the 
Mt. St. Mary’s College cagers suf­ 
fered their first loss of the sea­ 
son when they bowed to unbeaten 
Manhattan 80-73 in the first game 
of a double-header Thursday eve­ 
ning in the spacious Baltimore 
Civic Center. New York Uni­ 
versity stopped Penn State 82-73 
in the nightcap as 2,500 watched 
the games. 
The loss was the first after sev­ 
en straight for the Mount. Man­ 
hattan ran its unbeaten skein to 
five. 
Mt. St. Mary’s was a complete­ 
ly outclassed outfit throughout the 
first 22 minutes of play and early 
in the second half was down by 
23 points at 51-28 From then on 
the Mountaineers were a different 
team as they crawled to within 
74-70 with 1:54 minutes left to 
play and had the Jaspers hanging 
on desperately to preserve the 
decision. 
SHOOTING WAY OFF 
In the first half the Mounts were 
os cold in shooting as today’s 
weather as they netted but nine 
of 30 tries, seldom getting off 
more than one shot as Manhat­ 
tan outre-bounded them 22-13. The 
Jaspers connected on 18 of 31 field 
goal tries and led 47-28 at half 
time. 
The 
Mountaineers’ 
only 
lead came after 2:12 minutes 
when Ed Folk sank two free 
throws for a 5-4 lead. The score 
remained close with Manhattan 
leading 12-11 after six minutes 
as both teams hit well. 
Then the Mount attack bogged 
down almost completely as they 
managed but one field goal in 
the next seven minutes to fall 
behind 34-19. 
STRATEGY EFFECTIVE 
Coach Jim Phelan revamped his 
bneup in the second half and the 
strategy proved effective as his 
squad began to pick up steam, 
finally pulling to within four points 
at 74-70. However, with the Jas­ 
pers stalling to protect their mar 
gin, the Mountaineers were forced 
to continue their all-court press 
which produced fouls and several 
times left Manhattan players wide 
open for easy shots.

First Job At 51; Was Saved 
By Dedicated Ward Nurse 


BOSTON (AP) - At the age 
of 51, Joseph del Signore finally 
has struggled to a place in so­ 
ciety — with the help of a dedi 
cated woman. 
Signore is a blind deaf-mute 
who spent 30 years in mental 
institutions 
because 
no 
one 
could communicate with him. 
Today he smilingly began his 
first job-making mops in the 
shop of Cambridge Industries 
for the blind. 
Signore, born in Boston of im­ 
migrant parents, had no way of 
indicating to people that he was 
of 
above-average 
intelligence 
with an IQ of 115. 
BELIEVED RETARDED 
Because he could neither see, 
nor hear, nor speak, Signore 
was treated as mentally retard 
cd. 
At the age of 21 be was com 
mitted to Wrentham State Hos­ 
pital and IO years later was 
transferred to Boston State Hos­ 
pital. 
One official at Boston State 
Hospital said S i g n o r e spent 
years in isolation because he 
was considered “assaultive and 
dangerous.” 
In 
19)8. 
Rachel 
Sagannov 
went tot work at Boston State 
Hospital as head nurse in Sig­ 
nore’s ward. 
ROMPED IN HALLS 
“He was quite a sight, romp­ 
ing down the halls,” she re­ 
called. 
“He hadn’t had a hair cut 
for several years and people 
couldn’t get near him to shave 
him. 
“He was very primitive, very 
afraid. He kept away from other 
people 
and 
ran 
away 
from 
acme.” 
Mrs. Sagannov kept trying to 
get through to Signore. 
Eventually Signore learned to 
recognize her by the feel of her 
ring and watch. “One day,” she 
said, “I forgot my ring and Joe 
didn’t know who I was.” 
ACCEPTED SHOES 
It took more than a year to 
teach Signore to wear shoes. 
As years went by, he steadily 
progressed 
and 
developed 
a 
high degree of manual dexteri­ 
ty. He wove rugs and earned 
money 
to purchase a Braille 
watch. 
Five years of work by Mrs. 
Sagannov with the aid of the 
State 
Division of 
the 
Blind 
brought Signore to the point 
where now he can communicate 
by using his fingers, can count 
to IO and can write. 
And the man once considered 
“assaultive and dangerous” is 
now described 
as 
having 
a 
“ wonderful sense cf humor, an 
eager 
learner, 
very 
coopera­ 
tive.” And he has a job.

BONN, 
Germany 
(AP) 
— 
Charles de Gaulle’s victory this 
week on the bread-and-butter 
issue of European farm policy 
raises a threat to U.S. exports 
of grain. 
Officials are now at work on a 
system of farm prices, subsidies 
and 
import duties 
that 
will 
strengthen the French position 
as Western 
Europe’s leading 
supplier. That could elbow out 
American exports. 
The French victory came at 
two night sessions of the Euro­ 
pean Common Market council 
at Brussels, Belgium, after De 
Gaulle had threatened to pull 
out if he did not get his way. 
SINGLE SYSTEM 
The council finally agreed to 
set up a single system of grain 
prices for the six member coun­ 
tries: France, West Germany, 
Italy, 
Belgium, 
Holland 
and 
Luxembourg. 
West Germany—and at the 
last, Italy—resisted. They did 
not especially oppose French 
leadership on farm matters but 
they were trying to get advan­ 
tages for their own farmers. 
The other five had been working 
on West Germany for months to 
consent to a reduction in its 
grain prices, the highest in the 
area. 
The decision to yield was 
made in Bonn last month. 
INCREASED PRICES 
The prices which go into ef­ 
fect in 1967 will still be 30 to 50 
per cent higher than today’s 
world prices. That is traditional 
in Europe, where governments 
have long kept grain prices high 
to insure an adequate bread 
supply in time of war. 
Now it’s not bread that mat­ 
ters so much — Europeans no 
longer lean so heavily on what 
used to be called the staff of 
life. As they grow more pros­ 
perous they consume more beef, 
veal, pork, butter and milk. Eu­ 
ropean farm experts point out 
that these are all just a proc­ 
essed form of feed grain — and 
Europe’s growing market for 
feed grain most interests the 
American farmer. 
FRENCH INCREASES 
Although the German prices 
will be lowered, the prices the 
French peasants get are going 
to be higher. That means more 
French production, on top of a 
surplus that has forced 
the 


French government to sell what 
to Red China at bargain rates. 
So there will be pressure on 
the West Germans to buy more 
French wheat. There’s a diffi­ 
culty 
at 
this 
point; 
French 
wheat is the soft variety that 
makes 
those 
delicious 
long 
loaves Parisians buy for imme­ 
diate use. Next day you can 
drive nails with them. Germans 
like a bread that can be made 
into lunch sandwiches the night 
before, and the German bakers 
want a loaf that can lie on 
shelves for a few days and still 
be salable. To make that they 
need to mix in hard wheat from 
overseas. 
SEE GRAIN CUT 
\ 
If the Germans have to buy 
more French wheat, American 
experts think, they’ll have to 
feed it to the animals — and 
that would cut down America’s 
share in the growing feed grain 
market. 
The United States government 
would 
have 
liked 
European 
prices to be set a good deal low­ 
er, so that there would be no 
chances of increased 
French 
production. But there was never 
much possibility of that. 
American officials can con­ 
sole 
themselves 
with 
the 
thought that now Western Eu­ 
rope is in a position to plan its 
production. That means it can 
work on a worldwide agreement 
for the grain trade. The United 
States considers this to be an 
essential element in the Kenne­ 
dy round of talks to lower tariff 
barriers.

“The greatest single asset we 
have is our boys and girls and 
if we don’t educate them, in the 
end, we don’t survive,” Dr. 
Thomas Miller, president of Ed­ 
inboro State College, said Thurs­ 
day. 
Miller commented during the 
first day of a two-day hearing 
before the State Council of High­ 
er Education, a department of 
the Pennsylvania Board of Ed­ 
ucation.

Dr. Clarence Brown, Butler

lege idea, saying, “It provides 
the greatest good for the great­ 
est number at the lowest cost.” 
Brown said the average stu­ 
dent cost at the college branch 
is $700 a year, at the community 
college $300 a year. 
Dr. James A. Langer of the 
Pittsburgh Chapter of the Amer­ 
icans for 
Democratic 
Action 
urged a four-year branch of 
Penn State University. 
“Penn State and 14 other state 
colleges are situated in rural 
areas and not readily accessible 
to students in the metropolitan 
areas.” said Langer.

HE WILL STAY 
IN COP PARTY

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen 
Barry Coldwater was described 
by close associates today 
as 
saying angrily that the drive 
against Dean Burch is really 
aimed at him and critics are 
“not going to push me out of the 
Republican party,” 
The defeated GOP presider 
tial nominee told influential Re­ 
publicans who talked to him at 
his Phoenix home recently he is 
solidly 
behind 
Dean 
Burch, 
chairman of the Republican na­ 
tional committee. Burch’s oust­ 
er has been sought by some ele­ 
ments of the party, including a 
majority of the 18 COP gover­ 
nors and governors-elect. 
BURCH TO STAY 
Burch returned to Washington 
Thursday night after a confer­ 
ence in Phoenix with Coldwater 
i«nd Rep. William E. Miller of 
New York 
who ran for vice 
president. The national chair- 
man said after the conference 
he has no intention of resigning 
before a showdown vote of con­ 
fidence 
benore 
the 
National 
Committee Jan. 22-23 in Chica­ 
go. 
Today he tuns his attention 
to a meeting with the party’s 
tinance committee to take up 
the 1965 budget. 
Leaders who have talked to 
Coldwater describe the Republi­ 
can nominee as an angry man 
who believes that he rallied all 
of the party conservatives in 
getting more than 26 million 
votes. Coldwater was said to be 
determined that Burch should 
not lie ousted because he feels it 
would tie repudiation of him 
personally. 
Burch was hand-picked for his 
post by Coldwater. 
PERSONAL TEST 
Although congressional lead­ 
er* had discounted the contro­ 
versy over the chairmanship, 
Coldwater was depicted as feel­ 
ing it is a test of whether “these 
people are going to push me out 
of the party.”

SCHOOL TO BE 
READY IH 1967 


HARRISBURG 
(AP) — Dr. 
George T. Harrell Jr., dssn of 
proposed $50 million medical 
school at Hershey, says it may 
>€ ready to accept student* by 
September, 1967. 
That’s the date by which Penn­ 
sylvania State University hopes 
to complete the first phase of 
construction. Harrell told a news 
conference here Thursday. 
Target for completion of the 
entire project, including a 300 to 
350 training hospital, is Septem­ 
ber. 1969. He admitted that the 
goal w o u Id 
not be easy to 
achieve. 
The Milton S. Hershey Medi­ 
cal Center is b eing built with 
money donated by the Milton S. 
Hershey Foundation, which de­ 
rives its income from holdings 
in the Hershey Chocolate Corp. 
Harrell said it is hoped that 
actual construction would not 
exceed $30 million, with the re­ 
maining $20 million to be ear­ 
marked for endowments. 
APPLIES FOR GRANT 
The university will apply for 
federal matching grants pf $10 
to $12 million for construction, 
he said. If approved, the endow­ 
ment fund will then be increased. 
A Medical Sciences Building 
costing $12 million will be the 
first to be constructed. The cost 
will include $1.5 million worth of 
equipment. 
It is expected that 48 to 64 
students will be accepted in the 
first class and that the training 
hospital will be ready in Septem­ 
ber, 1969. so that the students 
may complete their final two 
years. 
NORMAL CLASS SIZE 
Normal class size will be 64 
students with a total s t u d # n t 
population of about 250 students 
in full operation. 
Dr. Harrell said the institution 
will 
be 
primarily 
a 
teaching 
school 
and 
secondarily a re­ 
search facility. However, he em­ 
phasized that the two go togeth­ 
er. 
He said that there will be no 
particular qualifications for pa­ 
tient admisisons. but that consid­ 
eration w o u l d be made for 
teaching values.

A year ago — just a week be­ 
fore Christmas — Vicki’s story 
was told to the nation. She was 
scheduled to lose her second eye 
and her father, Robert Wray, 
wanted to give her an early 
Christmas. 
With heavy hospital and medi­ 
cal bills, Wray, a $50-a-week 
textile worker, was prepared for 
a bleak Christmas for Vicki and 
her eight brothers and sisters. 
When the nation read stories 
of Vicki's plight, it responded 
with hundreds of gifts and thou­ 
sands of dollars. Letters, cards 
and money poured into the tiny 
post office at Bowling Green. 
When 
the 
outpouring 
w a s 
over, about $18,000 had been 
sent to the Wray family. The 
money was put in a trust fund 
for Vicki. It is used only to pay 
hospital and medical bills and 
for necessities. 
Vicki now weighs 39 pounds. 
Her complexion is still pale, but 
her enthusiasm is spirited. 
She will go to Duke Hospital 
on Jan. 2 for another of her reg­ 
ular six-month checkups.

mission to Russia in a mythical 
Arabian kingdom.

SEEK TO AVOID 
NETWORK CODE

NEW YORK (AP) — Viewers 
probably are not aware of it, 
but television commercials are 
carefully planned so that they 
do not run afoul of assorted fed­ 
eral regulations and the indus­ 
try’s own code of good practice 
and network policies 
The current issue of the Na­ 
tional Association of Broadcast­ 
ers magazine contains a sample 
television script for a commer 
cia! which contains just about 
every violation of the rules. 
The scene is a newsroom with 
Teletype machines an American 
flag and picture of President 
Johnson in the background. AH 
are forbidden — use of simulat­ 
ed news ,,the flag or the picture 
in a sales pitch 
"CURE" SALES PITCH 
Then it moves to a shot of 
men dressed in white: actors 
pretending 
to 
be doctors or 
nurses are .strictly forbidden. 
The unhappy, looking announcer 
swallows a pill and a smile of 
relief instantly appears on his 
face 
as 
he 
claims 
that 
it 
“cured” him Words like “cure” 
and “ miracle” and phony en­ 
dorsements lik«* this all are out­ 
lawed 
At another point the announc­ 
er d e c l a r e d 
his 
medicinal 
product is “ guaranteed safe.” 
This is forbidden 
because a 
guarantee is a specific, rather 
than 
general, 
term 
and 
its 
terms must be set forth. And 
“safe” is misleading when, in 
the fine print on some household 
remedy, there is a caution about 
overuse.
